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"TO KNOW A NEUi ROLLER" 
by DON SABO, TEC # 341 


In early 1959 after being released from the United States Navy, I became employed 
by Signode Steel Strapping Co. of Chicago as a welder fabricator. Being a single man 
naturally I wanted interests other than girl watching so meeting an ANA member at work, 
Bruno Rezepa, he soon introduced me to the fine art of Numismatics. Since that time my 
interest has flourished in this wonderful hobby. Like most collectors I started with 
the Lincoln cent and then graduated to Tokens and Medals, which I believe to be more 
historical than the coins, of course. 

In 1968, after six years with the American Numismatic Association I had my first 
article published with them "EXPOSITION 1851" I now presently belong to TEC, TAMS, ANA, 
and my local club, the Morton Grove Coin Club of Morton Grove, Illinois, of which I am 
Vice President this year. 

All well and good, but haw did I further evolve to be engrossed in the field of 
Elongateds? One evening at the Morton Grove Coin Club a new man walked in our door, 
who other than HENRY BLAHA, TEC member # 8. After hearing an excellent lecture on the 
subject of elongateds I quickly made friends with Henry who informed me that he was 
about to roll coins. He mentioned that he needed machine work done on his press and I 
mentioned I would be more than happy to help him out. Since then I have cut rollers 
for him, heat treated, otc, etc.... 

To Henry 8. I owe most of my interest in elongateds. He rewarded me with several 
elongateds for my collection, one of which is Canada # 2 listed in DOU/. This piece I 
treasure highly. Since I was now associated with a roller my interest in rolling soon 
became apparent. 

With much urgency I proceeded to build a press for myself and prepare a die for my 
first issue. 

Talking with Henry B one evening on the phone he mentioned about Space, a subject 
which I had been doing a lot of thinking on. Further conversation led to the subject 
of Coco Beach, Florida and I said but "Cape Kennedy was the Gateway to the Stars". And 
suddenly the idea hit me for my first die. Soon I had the artwork finished that pic¬ 
tured "Cape Kennedy, Gateway to the Stars" with a Saturn V rocket being launched. 

From the conception of the idea to the final die and machine took approximately 
fourteen weeks and soon my satisfaction was being realized. The first piece was offic¬ 
ially rolled April 15th, 1969. Now I feel that a series is in order and plan at least 
3 pieces for this year (I hope). 

Being a roller I felt the need of counsel and to see another press in action. And 
since I had been writing and calling Lloyd Uiagaman for a while I mentioned that I'd 
like to visit him. Oil! Before I forget, I was responsible for getting an elongated 
rolled by Lloyd for our 5th Anniversary show and I pictured the Leaning Tower of Pisa 
Replica which is a lawn ornament for the Y.M.C.A. of the same name in Niles, Illinois. 
Lloyd rolled 1,000 pieces on cents to be given out as a door favor only. And 150 num¬ 
bered sets on a cent and dime for the members only. 

Well, to get back on the subject of my visit to Lloyd's. I arrived in Camby, Ind. 
May the 3rd and went right to the pink garage door like he had mentioned. May I now 
say a more pleasant weekend I have never spent anywhere like that. Lloyd showed me his 
press, a real piece of the past and mentioned it had been used to roll coins at the 
Century of Progress in Chicago in 1933. While I was there I rolled a few coins and we 
had a conversation that lasted until we were both bleary eyed at 1:00 in the morning. 

May I now say Lloyd was super and Alberta a real gem. And I believe the hobby of 
elongateds owes a "WELL DONE" once in awhile to people like them. They are really far 
and few between.

NEUi ISSUES:::: Our President, Dottie Dow, has issued THE SERENITY PRAYER on elongated 
cents and sent in the following story with her announcement: 

ORIGIN OF THE_SERENITY PRAYER 

The Serenity Prayer has been credited to almost every theologian, philosopher, and 
Saint known to man. The one who actually wrote it was Dr. Reinhold Niebuhr, of the 
Union Theological Seminary, in New York City. It was written about 1932, and was act¬ 
ually the ending of a much longer prayer. 

Two years later, Dr. Howard Robbins, a friend and neighbor of Dr. Niebuhr, asked if 
he could have permission to use this part of the longer prayer: 

"GOD GRANT ME THE SERENITY TO ACCEPT 
THE THINGS I CANNOT CHANGE, 

COURAGE TO CHANGE THE THINGS I CAN, 

AND WISDOM TO KNOW THE DIFFERENCE." 

He wanted to use it in a book he was compiling at the time. Dr. Robbins' "Book of 
Prayers" which was published in 1934. 

In 1939, a member of Alcoholics Anonymous was reading an obituary in the New York 
Times, and there was the prayer. He thought so much of it, and how it suited their 
needs, that he took it to one of the heads of A.A. and from that time on, it has become 
a part of A.A. Literature. 

It is a prayer, that could suit anyone, in any walk of life.
